IN obedience to an Order of the Honourable House of Commons, dated the 17th 
day of June, instant, I humbly certify, That there is no Fund called “ the Dead 
Fund ot the Court of Chancery but the Fund which I underetand to be meant by that 
description in the said Order, is the Cash belonging to tlie Suitors of the said Court 
in the hands of the Bank of England, as the Banker of that Court; the amount of 
which cash is continually varying, by the payment into the Bank, on the one hand, of 
monies ordered to be brought into Court, and of Dividends received upon Stock 
belonging to the said Suitors ; and by tlie payments made by the Bank, on the other hand 
of sums ordered by the Court to be paid to the Suitors or to their use, or to be invested in 
th^e purchase of Stock on their account, or appointed by Acts of Parliament to be paid out 
of the said cash in the Bank, for the support of various establishments of the said Court. 

That the amount of the said cash, on the general balance stated between the Accountant 
General’s Office and the Bank, on the 1st day of October last, was £. 155,365. 18. 4 
and on the last monthly day of stating the same, viz. on the 31st day of May last 'the 
amount thereof, was J".

WHEREAS the Fees and Rewards taken by the Sworn Clerks and Waiting Clerki 
of this Court, for the business transacted by them, are of great antiquity : And whereas the 
same have been, at different times, regulated by the Orders of this Court, as occasioa 
required : And whereas it hath been humbly represented, that by the great alteration of 
the times, and the heavy Stamp Duties, and various tuxes, and other heavy charges and 
expenses of late years imposed, that the present Fees and Rewards allowed and taken 
under the Ordeis of the Court, are greatly inadequate to the duties to be performed bv 
them, and to the support and maintenance of the Practiscis of a liberal profession : And 
it being for the benefit of the Suitors, that skilful and proper persons should be 
encouraged in tlie due aud faitliful discharge of the duties of those Offices, by a reasonable 
recompence and reward for their services; and the Right Honourable Thumas Lord 
Ershi/ie, Lord High Cluncellor of Great Britain, having taken the matters aforesaid into 
his serious consideration, and a Schedule of the increased Fees hereunder written and 
subscribed by the Sworn Clerks and Waiting Clerks having been humbly snbmitted to 
his Lordship, who being of opinion, tlie same are just and reasonable; IT is therefore, this 
present 26th day of February, in the 47th year of the reign of His Majesty King 
George the 111**, and in the year of our Lord 1807, Ordered and Decreed by the said 
Lord E 7 ikine Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, by and with the advice and 
assistance of tire Right Honourable William Grant, Rnight, Master of the Rolls, 
that the said Schedule of Fees be adopted ; and that ail Officers, Ministers, Clerks and 
other persons belonging to this Court, and others whom it may concern, do observe and 
my obedience hereto : And it is further Ordered, That this Order be entered with the 
Register, and that Copies of the said Schedule of Fees be forthwith written on Parch- 
ment in a fair legible Iwnd, and set up in the Offices of the Six Clerks and Register, and 
in the other Offices of this Court, to whicli recourse may be had on all necessary occa- 
sions ; and that the said Scherlule of Fees have commencement from the 26th day of 
February in the year of our Lord 1807.

when the entries were numerous, .and from the freepient mistakes made by the persons 
empmyed to make searches; which mistakes frequently occasioned considerable expense 
To obviate those inconvcnieucies, I was requested by a numerous body of the Prof'essiori 
to devise a plan lor entering Bails, by vvliich a saving of time might be obtained, and the 
chance ot making mist.ikes lessened ; tiicy offering to pay any reasonable Increase to the 
antieiit Fee, to iudemnily me from any expense and trouble which a new plan might 
occasion. ° 

In compliance with their request, I prepared parchment books with indexes, for the 
purpo'C of entering the Bails in alphabetical order; which books, previous to my using

The actual emolument to myself, for the extra time 1 have euiplojed 
beyond the usual Office hours in keeping the Entries regularly examined for the use of 
the Prntcssiou, amounted in the last year to £.

With regard to the Officers of the Court of Session ; the following Statement includes 
every Increase of rate of Fees demahded and received within the period referred to.— 

First. — Keepers of the Inner House Rolls. • ,1 

THE Act of Sederunt of 16 January 1798, (referring to a preceding Act in 1791,- intro- 
ducing a Fee of Two Shillings and Sixpence for every Reclaiming Petition, refused by the 
Lords, without an answer), ordains the same Fee of Two Shillings and Sixpence to be paid 
in all cases of ^Reclaiming Petitions which are not to be answered, ■wbetter.t bc^atuae be 
refused or granted, or remitted to an Ordinary: — And, the Act of Sederunt of 7 th March 1810, 
proceeding on a recital of the Act of Parliament, dividing the Court, whereby there came 
necessarily to be two Keepers of Inner House Rolls, one for each Division ; and for the 
reasons therein set forth, repealed thenceforth the Acts of 1791 and 1798, and regulated 
the Fees which should thereafter be payable to the Keepers of the Inner House Rolls in 
both Divisions of the Court ; which Fees by the Act of Parliament 50 George III. cap. 112. 
sec. 49, are declared a common fund, and to be divisible equally between them. 

This Act includes the Fee established by that of 1798, above mentioned, and authorizci 
the following articles of Increase to the two Keepers:

AN Act of Sederunt of 2d July 1813, authorizes an additional Fee of One Shilling upon 
each Advocation, Suspension, Regulation aud ordinary' Action, enrolled in the Outer 
House Rolls. 

Yhird. Keeper of the General Minute Book of life Court; both Divisions. 

AN Act of Sederunt of 13th February 1810, authorizes a Fee to the Keeper of Two 
Shillings for each Entry in the Minute Book, of all refused Petitions.

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Fourth.— Tlie Cierks of the Thirteen Ordinary Lords of Session. 

BY Act of Sederunt of pth June 1 8og, the following luerease of Rates was authorized :

4. When objections are made to Witnesses, or to questions put to Witnesses, and advised 

by the Lord Ordinary, each Party. 

5. When a Cause is reported, each Party. 

6. At making avisandum with a prepared Slate. 

7. At comparing Memorials and Abstracts in Sales. 

S. When Sales are reported, each Lot. 

Q At advising States of Interests, in Rankings or Multiplepoindings. 

10. For every Bill of Suspension or Advocation, passed or refused upon Answers, or upon 

a Hearing, each Party. 

Bv an Act of .Sederunt of 11th March 1814, proceeding upon reasons therein detailed at 
length, a Fee of Three Shillings is appointed to be paid to the Lords Clerks upon every 
Paper (i. e. Three Shillings for the whole Copies of every such Paper,) which ought regularly 
to be lodged in the Boxes of all the Judges. 

And a Fee of One Shilling upon the different printed Papers appointed by the Regulations 
of Court to be laid before the Lords Ordinary in the Outer Hoo=e. 

Which Fees form a part of a Fund of Division among the Lords Clerks, rendered common 
by the Statute in the 50th year of His present Majesty, cap. 112, sec. 50. 



piftlj. The Assistants of the Principal Clerks of Session, and Preparers of 

Extracts of the Decrees, &c. of the Court. 

AN Act of Sederunt of 1 illi July 1800, concerning “ the Poors’ Roll for the informa- 
tion of all concerned, and to prevent improper Renewals or Concealments of former appli- 
cations appoints a Record to be kept in the Office of the junior Clerk, tor entering 
alphabetically, the name of the Petitioner, a short abstract of the Petition, and deliverance 
of the Court thereon ; for all which the Assistant is entitled to a Fee of One tshilling. 

And this Record is appointed to be patent to all concerned tor taking excerpts therefrom, 
for the like Fee of One Shilling. 

By an Act of Sederunt of Gth February 1806, the following additional Fees are autho- 
rized to these Assistants, for the reasons therein set forth : — viz. 

At lodging and lending up steps of Processes or Productions, giving out Copies of Inter- 
locutors, transmitting Processes, and outgivings to Extractors, One Shilling. 

For every Entry in the Office Minute Book (e.xcept for Intimations for which a separate 
Fee was already established). Two Shillings. 

And by another Act of the same date,— For returning a Process, comparing the same with 
the Inventory, and scoring Receipt, One Shilling. 

Sixth.— The Assistants of the Depute Cierks of Session, who officiate in 
The Outer House Department. 



THEIR Fees were regulated and consolidated by an Act of Sederunt of 10th March 179S, 
which increased the Fees formerly drawn by them tor time immemorial, as follows ; 

On transmitting Processes to the Lords Ordinary for advising. One Shniing. 

On the first Enrolment of each Cause in the Outer House Rolls, One Shilling and Sixpence, 
(being Three pence to each of the Assistants). 



The Act of Sederunt of 6th February 1806, establishes a Fee of One Shilling upon 
returning Processes, comparing them with the Inventory and scoring the Receipt.

BY an Act of Sederunt of 10th March 1798, the Court authorized Andrew Miller, 
.Depute Clerk of tlie Bills, to exact the following additional Fees; — viz. 

On presenting a Bill of Advocation, Four Shillings and Five-pence Halfpenny. 

Oii every Bill passed w ilhout Answers and Replies, Three Shillings and fsixpence. 

Upon every Bond of Caution presented, One Shilling and Sixpence. 

By another Act of Sederunt of 14th June 1709, the Depute Clerk of the Bills is entitled 
to demand for writing every Bond of Caution (which was a new Duty imposed upon him,) 
a Fee of Two Shillings and Sixpence; and in cases of Juratory Caution, for the form of an 
Oath, Inventory, and Enactment, One Shilling. 

The Clerks Assistant in tlie Bill Chamber, by an Act of Sederunt of 4th March 1800, is 
appointed to kee[) a Roil of all Sequestrations awarded by' the Lords Ordinary in vacation, 
for which he is appointed to receive a Fee of One Shilling. 

By a subsequent Act of Sederunt of 9th July 1803, an additional Fee of Two-pence on 
each Plack Bill presented at oifice hours, and Sixpence for each at extra hours, is estab- 
lished ad inUri/n, divisible among the Clerks in the Bill Chamber, in the proportions therein 
niemioncd. 

And liisllv, the Act of Sederunt of 19th December 1812, authorizes 

1. All addiiiouai Fee for each Bond of Caution, of Two Shillings and Sixpence. 

2. An additional Fee on the first Sheet of the ilecovd of Abbreviates of Adjudications, 
Jloriungs against Superiors, mid Signatures of Adjudication, of Three Snillings and 
Fonr-pcnce. 

3. And on each subsequent Sheet of tliese Records, One Shilling and Eight-pence. 

4. On every Bill of J»o-sing Arrestment, an iidilitional Fee of F..0 Shillings and Si.xpence. 

5. On every Bond in Lawbunows, One Shilling aiui Eight-pence. 

6. On each single Bill, presented during olhee hours, I'liree-peuce. 

7. And on every sucii Bill preseuted after office hours, an additional Fee of Sixpence. 
‘VYhich additional Fees are payable to the several Clerks in the Bill Chamber, in manner 

specified in tlie Act. 

By the Act of Parliament 50 George III. cap. 112, already referred to, a Fee Fund was 
established in the Court of Ses^sion, and a' Table of Fees was u.iuexed to that Act, which 
were appointed to be levied by a Collector, to be named by the Lord President of the 
College of Justice ; and cbc sum.i sO lev < d, after deduction of an Allowance to the Collector, 
were directed by the Act lu be appiied ui payment of fi.xed Salaries to the Clerks of Session, 
wh'ise right lu Fees on the Pr'>ce^ing8 was entirely abolished; and in payment of Salaries 
to ccrti.i’i oilier Officers of Com I ; and in defuiy ing the e.\peuse ofotfice rooms and charges 
connected 'du rewnh. — Theac new regulations were introduced, not as an Increase of rate 
of e \istiiig Fees, but as substituting a new denoiiiiualion of Fees, in lieu of others which were 
thereby taken away; and therefore it tia.s ujipeared unnecessary to load this Report with a 
7eca,ntulalion either of tiie particular Fees abiui-,lied, or of lUose authorized by the Act to be 
levied, or of the precise application of tiie amount thereof; all of which, however, may be 
learnt by reference to the Act of Parliament itself. Ail which is humbly reported by

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been coeval with the erection of the Court. I have desired the Deputy Clerk of Court to 
look into the Record, and he reports to me, that no act of Court e.stiiblishing Fees cun he 
found. In every Act of Parliament relating to the Court of Admiralty, it is culled “the 
High Court,” declared to be “a sovereign judicature in itself, and, of' its own nature, to 
import suuinimy e.xecution.” In particular, this is repeated in the Scots Act of Parliament 
3oSi, ciiap. 10, wherein it is likewise enacled, “ That it is the privilege of the said High 
Admiral to cause parties become enacled, and find caution (security) not only lor com- 
pearance, but for performance of the Jets, and sentences ol’his Court,” &c. 

From his jurisdiction being sovereign, and his being entitled to make parties bind them- 
selves to performance of the “ Acts of his Court,” I apprehend that the establishment of 
Regulations, and of Fees lo his Officers, follows as a necessary consequence ; and 1 know of 
no other autliurily under wliicii those existing, and which have undergone no alteration for 
time unknown, were originally established.

Return by Maslers James Gordon, Thomas Tod, James Fergusson, and George Ross, 
Commissaries of Edinburgh, to the Order of the House of Conmions, of date 
cd May 1814. 

IN obedience lo tlie said Order, the Commissaries of the Commissary Court of Edinburgh 
humbly report, 

1 . Tliut by Act of Sederunt of the Commissaries of Edinburgh, dated 4th February 1 788, 
a Fee of Sixpence for the Enrolment of every Cause relating to Adherence, Divorce, 
Marriage, Separulion, Scandal, and Executry, was made payable to tiie Clerk’s Servant, for 
liis trouble in taking up a Roll of the Causes lo be moved in Court on the Court-day, 'which 
Feeof sixpence, was, l)v Act of Sederunt of tlie Commissaries, dated 17th February i8ot>, 
increased to One Shilling. That this Fee is levied by the Clerk’s Servant under auLhoiity of 
these Acts of Sederunt, Copies of which are hereto annexed, and which explain ll>e 
nature of the Duty performed for this Fee. 

2. A Fee of One Shilling sterling from each Party, in litigated Causes, and from the 
Pursuer, in Causes that proceed in absence of the Defender, is also received by tlie Clerk lor 
every Interlocutor engrossed by him on the Record, and reported in Court. 'This Fee is 
also levied under authority of the hist-iuentioned of tliese two Acts of Sederunt of the Com- 
missaries, dated 1 7 February 1806, aud fully e.xplains the nature of the duty performed for 
this Fee. But from the gross produce of the whole Fees levied under these Acts of Sederunt, 
10 per cent, is paid Lo the Macer of Court. 

3. By Act of Sederunt of the Commissaries, dated 10th July 1812, an Auditor' of 
Accounts was appointed to e.xainine tlie Accounts of Expenses of Processes dej^uding 
before them where Expenses are found due, and to report to the Court, as a separate Clffice 
from I be Clerks. A Copy of this Act of Sederunt is also anne.xed. No Fees have been 
fixed by the Commissaries to lie paid to the Auditor ; but, since the dale of the foresaid Act 
of Sederunt, lie has demanded and received, from the Parties whose Accounts he has 
audited, as follows ; viz.

It is to be observed, however, that although the Auditor’s Fees have, si nee the date of the said 
Act of Sedeiuntj been demanded and paid according to tbe preceding Scale, yet it is under 
the conlemplation of the Commissark's to take the matter under immediate consideration, 
and upon due investigation to. modify and fix tbe Fees payable to the Auditor, according to 
sach Kates as, from evidence derived from experience, shall be deemed just and reasonable ; 
and with a proper consideration of the nature of the Cases which lie has to report upon, aud 
of the trouble which they occasion to him. 

4. That 
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4. That there has been no Increase of Fees demanded or received by the Commissaries of 
Edinburgh tor themselves. On the contrary, since certain decisions were pronounced by 
the Court of Session, which found tliat moveable succession might vest without full confir- 
inulioii ; and in particular since tlie Acts of the 44th and 48th of His present Majesty’s reign, 
imposing the subsisting Tax on Inventories of moveable Estates, were passed, it has become 
the univeisal practice to confirm partially, and in general but a veiy trifling part of the 
succession : And thus the ancient Emoluments of the Court, which have always been leviable 
by per cenlage on the Sums confirmed, are become altogether precarious and iiisignific ant, 
not amounting to more than from j£. 25. to <£.30. to each Commissary per annum. Witli 
the preceding exce|>lions, there has likewise been no Increase of Fees demanded or received 
by any Officer of the Commissary Court of Edinburgh, on the Proceedings in said Court, 
si'nce the dale of the Union between England and Scotland.

That from and after the firat day of March next, Liie Solicitors intending 
to Inroll Causes, shall lodge a note thereof at the Clerk’s office, at or before one o’clock 
afternoon of the day preceding the Court-day when such Causes are to be called: And ordain 
the Clerk or his servant iumiediaiely thereafter to make up and subscribe a Roll of the 
whole Causes of which notes are so lodged, and to affix the same upon the wall of the 
Clerk’s office, for the inspection of the Solicitors and all others concerned, with certification 
that no Cause shall be admitted to the Roll or moved in Court, unless enrolled agreeable to 
this regulation, new Causes only excepted ; and appoint Sixpence sterling to be paid to tlie 
Clerk’s^scrvant for the Enroriineht of every Cause relating to Adherence, Divorce, Marriage, 
Separation, Scandal and Exccutry, excepting when these shall happen to be upon the 
Poors Roll ; and ordain this Act to be publicly read in Court, and inserted in iheir Books of

THE Commissaries, taking into consideration that about twenty years ago they passed an 
Act of Sederunt, by which they authorized the small sum of Sixpence lo be levied by the 
(’lerk for each Emoluienl;— that in the Court of Session a Fee of Three Shillings, and in the 
Court of Admiralty a Fee of One Shilling, is paid for the Enrolment of every Cause and 
that from the encreased expense of living and other causes, it is reasonable tiiat the Fee 
paid for Eiirolmeiils in this Court be encreased; — therefore the Commissaries hereby enact 
and dec'are, That from and after tlie first day of March next, there shall be paid to the 
Clerk a Fee of One SliiUing for each Enrolmeot in this Court, except by Parties suing or 
Defenders in forma pauperis.

one copy is by the practice of these Courts necessary therefore the Commissaries do 
hereby ^act and declare, That from and after the said first day of March next, there shall 
be pafd to tlie Clerk, by each party (except as in the case of Enrolments) a Pee of One 
Shilling for every Interlocutor reported La Court.

to Lord' Ordinaries, or Reclaiming Petitions, either against Interlocutors of Ordinaiiea, or 
against Interlocutors of the whole Lords, or any Memorials, Informations, Answers or other 
Papers, given in to depending processes, signed by the parties, unless the said Papers are 
also si«-ned by an Advocate. And they appoint this Resolution to be entered in the Books

2 (2.)— ACT of Sederunt, regulating the Fees to the Keepers of the Inner House 

Edinburgh, yih March 1810. 

THE Lords of Council and Session having taken into their consideration, that by the late 
Act of Parliament dividing the Court, there are now necessarily two Keepers of Inner House 
Rolls, viz. one for each division, and that the trouble and attendance of each Keeper is the 
same now as it was when the OlHce was held by one person ; and likewise, that owing to 
alterations made within these some years past, upon the forms of procedure, the Fees pay- 
able by the present table do not afford a suifieient allowance to tliose OtHcers of Court : 
They do therefore hereby Repeal the Acts of Sederunt of date %ith March 1791, and i6th 
January 1708, in so far as they regulate the Fees payable to the Keepers of the Inner 
House Kolls, excepting as to any Arrears of Fees which may be due and exigible by the 
said Keepers, and iucurVed prior to llie commencement of this Act; and they Appoint and 
Ordain, that from and after the lath day of May next, the Fees and Emoluments payable 

3 to each of the said Keepers of the Inner House Rolls, shall be as specified m the following 
Tabic ; and prohibit and discharge them and each of them, to demand or receive any Fees 
or Gratuities other than those <Jontained in the said Table, upon any pretence whatsoever: 

1. That for everv Petition, Information, Memorial, Condescendence, Objection, Answer, 
Reply, Dupiv, or any other Paper, in a cause appointed by the Lords, or by llie l^ird Ordinary, 
to beVeported to the whole Court, there sliall be paid the sum oi' Seven Shillings each Paper, 
at enrolling. 

2. That for every Action of proving the tenor, sale, account of expense, report from a 
Lord Ordinarv uimmi a leinitled Petition for Money, gelling up Bond of Caution, or any 
other cause, in the Summer Roll, (except processesof Ccssio btmorum) there shall be paid by 
the parlies Seven SliitUngs fur each Eiuolment ; and, where the cases in this Roll shall be 
tlelurmined apon printed Papers ordered by the Lords, or by the Lord Or.linary, upon report 
to the whole Court, a Fee of Seven Shillings each Paper shall be paid at enrolling, as in the 
immediately precedingarticlc.

3. That for enrol li I g every prepared State, or Memorial and Abstract in a Sale, there 4 
shall be paid by each party the sum ol Ten Shillings. 

4. That for a Hearing in presence, there shall be paid by each parly (including as one of 
the days, the day of advising the cause) Fifteen Shillings for each day’s pleading. 

That for every Petition. Note or other Paper, in the Single Bill Roll, there shall be paid 
for enrolling, a Fee of Two Shillings and Sixpence each Paper ; and there shall also be paid 
the farther Fee of Two t^iillings and Sixpence for every refused and remitted Petition. 

6. That for Appendixes to printed Papers in the Inner House, there shall be paid One 
Shilling for each. 

7. Thai there shall be paid at the Admission of every Notary Public, a Fee of Ten Sliilliiigs. 

8. That in no case there shall be more than one Enrolment before an Interlocutor is pro- 
nounced, except where causes are put out in the Roll for reconsideration, when the votes 
are equal; in which cases there shall be pajd for one Enrolment more, half the Fees of tlie 
hist Enrolment; and also, excepting where Papers are of a very unusual length, and where, 15 
in consequence thereof, the cause shall be the only^one in the short Roll for the day ; tlieii 
and in that case, there shall be paid by each party for enrolling the cause, ’j'vventy Shillings. 

And the Lords Ordain the above-MiieiUioned Fees for all Papers in the Single Bill Roll, to be 
paid to eadi of the Keepers, before the same shall be moved to tlie Court, with certification ; 
and, till these Fees are paid, the Papers shall not be held as enrolled. Which Fees nbove- 
inentioiicd the Lords Ordain to be communicated by the two Keepers of tlie Inner House 
Rolls, one to another, so as each of them shall receive annually an equal share of their 
amomit. 

• And in respect the Keeper of the Inner House Rolls for the first Division, as being 
Clerk to tlie Lord President, has necessarily the sole charge of all printed Papers in tlie 
Teind Court, and of keeping tlie Rolls thereof, the Lords Declare, that he shall receive the 
Fees arising^ therefrom ior his own liehoof exclusively, and without coiimiunication. And 
it isfurther^eclared, ihatlheFces of printed Papers ui the Teind Court, shall be the same 
wtth those upon printed Papers of the same descripLioii given in to the Court of Session; 
that the Fees of Hearings in presence, shall also be the same; and that both shall be 
regulated in-every respect by the above Table.

1. WHEREAS much irregularity lakes place in the boxing of the printed papers, j. 
which ai-e to be advised by the Judges sitting in the inner Houses ; and that the printing 
and transmitting the Suspensions and Advocations, Summonses and Defences, to the 
Linds ordinary ofiiciating in the outer House, as required by the forms, are neglected 

a ;d deferred, so that the benefit expected from that measure is, in u great degree, lost ; 
and, that the verbal injunctions given from the Chair of the Court, and repeated notices 
affixed to the walls, for the more correct boxing of papers, and other notifications to the 
same purpose, have proved inefteclual : 

2. And whereas the Fees payable to the Lords’ Clerks, have been rendered a common 

fund of Division among them, by the statute of the 50th of His present Majesty, c. 112, 2 

upon the institution of the permanent Lords ordinary taking place, but that no provision is 
made by the said statute, directing how the fund so rendered common, shall be levied, pi-e- 
seived and distributed :

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3. Ami whereas, in consequence of the change which has rvcfiitiy taken place in the 
form of piocoedtiigs in the onter House, where causes are now tlsieHy discussed by means ot 
argument at the bar, while reiterated reviews, by written pleadings, are circumscribed w ithin 
narrow limits, the present fees payable to the Lords’ Clerks, ha . e siiftered a very considerable 
diminution : 

4. And whereas the Lords are informed, that the office, N“ p. in the Register House, 
is not at present occupied, and without any inconvenience, may, at present, be employed 
tor boxing tlie printed papers destined for the consideration of the Court, and for ctlier 
similar purposes: 

5. Therefore, iit order to make some provision suited to these circumstances, till a more 
thorough consideration of lliem can be taken, the Loans Enact and Declare, That upon 
the rising of the Court for the ensuing vacation, the boxes of the iliirlcen ordinary Judges, 
logetlier witli those of other Judges or OHicejs, in which papers ought to be boxed (the 

o bo^es of the Lord President, and the Lord Justice Clerk being always excepted) shall be 
removed to tlie said ofiiceof the Register House ; and that all boxing of printed papers, for' 
the consideration of the said Judges, shall thereafter be coni[>elent only in tlie said office ; 
nor shall f.ny other delivery of any printed paper to the said Judges, or to any person in 
their behalf, exempt from the consequences of failure to box the same as required by the 
Acts of Sederunt : But it shall be deemed sufficient, with respect to those here boxed, that 
the papers be lodged therein during the hours of attendance of the Collector of the 
Fee-fund in tlie said office, upon the day when such boxing ought to take place. 

6. And they further Enact and Ordain, That one or more of the Clerks of the Eight 
ordinary Inner House Judges, as may be arranged among them, by election or rotation, 
shall aUend in tlie said office on all box days, duVing the hours when the Collector of the 
Fee-fund gives attendance in his office, previous to three o’clock, afternoon ; and that 
every paper which ought regularly to be boxed in the boxes of all the Judges, shall pay a 
fee of Three Shillings sterling on being admitted to be so boxed, to the Lord’s Clerk or 
Clerks officiating in' the office at the time, u ho shall enter the same in a book or books 
to be there kept, and also make a jotting of the payinent on the copy of the paper boxed, 
for the senior Judge of the Division to which it is destined ; and the Clerk or Clerks so 

4 officiating shall be answerable lluit a Copy of each Paper, on which the said fee is thus 

^ paid, sh^l be duly deposited in the boxes' lodged in the said Office, as authorized and 
ordained by former acts of Sederunt. 

7. And it is furtlier Enacted, That the Copies of Suspensions and Advocations, which are 
ordained to be printefl an-i laid before tlie Lord ordinary in tlie outer House, before ivhom 
tliey are inrolled, shall be deposited in his Lordship’s box in said Office, on the Saturday- 
previous to the Tuesday when the same ougiit to be called before him for discussion ; and at 
the same time there shall be paid to the Lord’s Clerk officiating, a fee of One Sliilling sterling, 
which payment shall be entered in the book kept in the said Office, luid a jotting of the same 
shall also’be made by the said Clerk, upon the paper deposited in the box, otherwise the 
inrolmenl shall be void ; or if tlie failure arises from the neglect of the party who has not

«j and a fee of One Shilling sterling, shall in like manner be paid, entered, and jotted, otlicr- 
ways the inrolinent shall be void; Anti if it happens, that a printed, copy of the Summons 
is boxed, and Defences are omitted to be printed and boxed, the Ordinary officiating shall 
proceed, as if the Defender had failed to lodge Defences, and shall not repoiie Uie party, 
till he indemnifies thecxpences occasioned by his neglect. 

8. And wliereas, by Act of Sederunt of the 1st of August 1780, the fees payable to the 
Lords’ Clerks at (he ingiving of papers in the outer House processes, are ordained to be paid 
at the said ingiving, an<l that it is proper tliat this Act be now enforced, in order tliat the 
fund rendered common be made effectual; it is therefore Enacted, lliat all fees of this

inrolment of every cause in tl>c outer House, und a like fee on presentiug of every Bill of 
Suspension ami Advocation is ordered to be levied bj' the Keeper of the outer House Rolls, 
and by the Clerk of the Bills respectively; and when not required for the support of the 
Clerk of the JSeuior Lord ordinary, exempted .from outer House duties, on account of

On Engrossing ibe Indentures of Fine, there has been no Increase in the Rale of the Fees ; 
but it having been considered advantageous that the Engrossing should be done iu a larger 
and more permanent manner, it became necessary to allot an entire Roll to eacli Indenture, 
instead of crowding the two Indentures into one Roll (which was the old way,) by which 
means the Indentures of every Fine of the common length extends to two Roils, but the 
antient Charge of 15 s. per Roll remains unaltered. 

The Fee of 3 s. 4 d. on every Search for ten years, which was a diminution of the antient 
Fee made by the Officer previous to the last twenty years, has been altered to 3s. 4d. for 
every five years. This Charge is considerably less than that which was returned to Parlia- 
ment in 1734, which being 4 per Term, would amount to 13*. 4d. for ten years.

“That there be laid before the House a Return of 
any Increase of Rate of the Fees demanded and received in the several su[)erior Courts of 
Justice, Civil or Ecclesiastical, of 'I'he United Kingdom, by the Judges and Officers of such 
Courts, during twenty years, on the several Proceedings in the same — 

I humbly certify, by direction of the Lord Chief Baron and the Barons of the Court of 
Exchequer respectively, That there has not been any Increase of Rate of the Fees demanded 
and received by them respectively, within twenty years, according to their information and 
belief ; except as follows : — 

At all times they and their predecessors have received the same Fee on taking an Affidavit 
out of Court, that would be received by the Usher if it was sworn in Court, otherwise almost 
all Affidavits would be sworn out of Court, and thereby the Usher, who is appointed bv the 
Crown, would be deprived of a principal part of his profits, and the Barons subjected to very 
great inconvenience ; and accordingly they liuve received five-pence additional, on taking 
Affidavits out of Court, since the Usher was directed to receive that sum, in lieu of the 
ancient Fees claimed by the Lord Ciiief Baron’s Clerk, and the Cryer ot the Court of 
Exchequer. 

On Affidavits taken in Court, One Shilling only is received by the Usher for the Court, 
though it is concei\;^ed_that the Chief Baron is entitled to 1 s. 6 <l. at th.e Law Side ; and for 
many years past, comineneing iu tlie Lime of the Chid' Baron’s immediate predecessor, the 
said Fee of One Sliilling paid upon Affidavits sworn iu Court, has been divided amongst the 
three Barons, atul the Chief Baron does not receive any part of it. 

The Chief Baron has been informed, that the Fees on Bills of Costs, on the Equity side of 
the Court, which are now received in English Money, have been received in Irish Money, 
within twenty years j and If this be so, the Increase amounts to about Five I'ouuds a year 
On an average — Ail which I certify this 20th day of M ay 1814.
